PEACE THE BEST THING. 


Visitors to Shansi often remark 
on the peacefulness ‘and prosperity 
that still prevails in this Province. 
How then enn thero be “war 
strain’? It is nearly a year since 
there was any fighting, and that 
was not very prolonged, But even 
Shansi has felt the strain of the 
conditions that prevail all over the 
country.

Province this strain is mare easily 
felt than in the great commercial 
and industrial centres. oe 
This yenr’s taxes were collected 
last year. Next year's will soon be 
required, But-in addition to the 
ordinary taxes, there are special 
taxes imposed to meet the long- 
continued strnin of the military 
preparations. There is a military 
lovey, at so much per aere, to be 
paid by all tand-owners. There are 
other expenses which the peasant 
farmers have had to meet, connect- 
ed with the supply of men and 
animals for {ransport purpores. 
The result of this is beginning to 
he apparent, and js rather serious. 
One hears of eases in which farm- 
ers find that if is not paying to 
farm their own land. The_ total 
costs involved, including ordinary 
and specia] taxation, hire of any 
extra labour that may, ho needed 
(at enhanced rates, owing to the 
Bhortage of skilled labourers), are 
much higher than formerly. Then 
on the other side, the prices for 
grain and flour are less, owing to 
the fact that export is not easy 
because of the disturbed conditions 
on the railways. So it comes to 
this:—In so:me cases, the net return 
from a small farm is not enough 
to provide for the family expenses. 
If they hold enough grain for their 
own consumption, they do not gain 
lenough money to. meet. taxation,_

ran into a hurricane off the Cape. 
Failing to make headway, she 
changed her course, and sought 
shelter under the lea of the Hast 
Coast of Africa, — Five-and-twenty 
miles north of St. John, she crashed 
on to the rocks. No lives were 
lost, but the passengers and crew, 
about 185 persons in all, found 
themse! in a serious predicament. 
They were very short of food and 
waler, and in wild country infested 
with blood-thirsty savages.

_ Sergt. Serim said that on the day 
in question he waa driving the eyele, 
which had a .dog cage at. the 
side, along Whitty Street. Sergt: 
Cameron was on the pillon seat. As 
he was rounding the corner of 
Whitty Street, he saw) a Chinese 
tun out of Whitty Street and stop 
in front of him. He swerved to 
the right to avoid the man, and in 
doing xo the dog enge tilted, and 
at the same time he saw another 
man about 4 or 6 yards away from 
the cage. He again swerved hack 
to the left to avoid this man, The 
machine toppled aver and the dog 
cage struck the deceased. An am- 
bulance was sent for and the man 
was conveyed to the Government 
Civil Hospital. 

Sergt, Cameron corroborated wit- 
ness’ evidence. Dr, Craig said 
that when the man was admitted 
into hospital, he was suffering from 
slight. concusion and multiple 
abrasions. The man subsequently 
died’ of pneumonia on May 5th. 
The injuries were not such that 
weuld have caused death.

ARMY COURSES FOR 
NAVAL OFFICERS. 


RESULTS? 


The arrangement, which appears 
to have beeome permanent, under 
which six naval captaing are ap- 
pointed annuatly to take the senior 
cou se at the Army Tustructional 
School, Sheerness, is thoroughly 
sound in principle, But whether 
the plan is being followed on lines 
to give the very best results is 
rather a debatable point. The 
general impression in the Navy is 
that. the. Admiralty_arc_invited_to 
nominate. two post captains for each 
of the three Army courses every 
year; that they nominate such post 
captains; that these officers take the 
ecurse, and that there the matter 
ends, It may be asked how it could 
be carried any further. Our point 
is that tho naval officers attending 
these Army courses probably ‘ac- 
quire a great deal of knowledge that 
would prove of much value in the 
event of amphibian operations, but, 
that without the opportunity of 
applying or disseminating — this 
knowledge, it is rather wasted. All 
the naval coursea are designed with 
the definite idea of applying the 
knowledge gained. . 

The idea of establishing a closer 
linison between the Navy and tho 
Army is excellent in its way, but 
rather vague. A plan on similur 
lines was tried before the war. A 
rumber of senior military officers 
were distributed throughout the 
fleet in:home waters, went through 
the annual maneuvres, and then re- 
turned to their respective posta, 
having had a most interesting and 
pleasant time, but without any very 
clear idea as to what they were 
aupposed to do about it. The mili- 
tary knowledge acquired by naval 
officers during an Army course 
could only be practically applied 
in the event-of combined operations, 
either real'or in the form ‘of, exer- 
cises. But it might be diseminated 
with advantage to the Navy. Have 
the Admiralty any such idea in 
mind? There ig no evidence thus 
far of any attempt to give. effect to 
it. Probably the Imperial Defence 
College will accomplish, in a wider 
way, what ig now presumably aimed 
at in this method of detailing post 
captaing to attend Army courses. 
Undoubted)y, the study of strategy 
tends to become more comprehen. 
sive, to view the co-ordination of 
all fighting resources, and not mere-

JAPANESE FISHING VESSELS 
_ SEIZED. 


PHILIPPINE CONSTABULARY 
ARREST POACHERS 
FROM FORMOSA. 


‘THE SECOND. CASE WITHIN A 


WEEK, 


-For making incursions into 
Philippine waters in ‘vidlation of 
Philippine Customs regulations, 
two Japanese fishing vessels, the 
Taisho Maru and Tarr Maru, were 
{as hhriefly mentioned by Reuter at 
the time) seized at Calayan Island, 
one of the Babhuyanes Group, by 
Constabularly and Customs autho- 


rities on Saturday, May 7th, says 
the Manila Times. 

The aisho Maru is manned by 
seven fishermen, and the T'aizé 
Maru by a crew of sixteen. The 
crews of both vessele were arrested. 

The Taisho Maru, was first re- 
ported fishing near Calayan by 
Antonio Mato, patron of the-launch 
Delfin of the Aparyi custom house, 
early on the morning of May 7th. 
The launch Delfin was boarded on 
the same day by Lieutenant Délar- 
mente and eight soldiers, and the 
customs inspector at Aparri, Al! 
proceeded to Calayan and found 
the fishing boat already under 
arrest by Jocal authorities, The 
Kxovernment launch towed the 
Paisho Maru to Aparri, and on this 
return trip the vessel Jaizi 3f. 
was scen also near Calayan. She 
was forthwith seized and also 
towed to Aparri. ;

LET US PRESERVE EXTRA- 
TERRITORIALITY. 


A FRENCH PLEA Yon FOR EIGN 
UNANIMITY. 


“A CRIME TO ABANDON 
THESE RIGHTS.”

“URCHO DE CHINE] 


The proverbial hatred of the Chi- 
ness for the foreigner, the abomin- 
able committed, cither by 
Southerners or Northerners since 
the beginning of hostilities, ns well 
from their own point of view as 
from that of eccidentals, who take 
no sides in their quarrels but pay 
the nevertheless, 
proves that China is still tao deep 
in the Dark Ages to understand 
our mentality and to judge us with 
understanding. 

The infiltration of Bolsheviam into 
China has set back this country by 
two centuries, and to-day we have 
more need for the proteetion af our 
own judges than during the most 
trouble cpochs in the reign of the 
Emperor Kuang Su. Our govern 
ments would indeed commit a erime 
if they abandoned these rights, in- 
dispensable to our security, 

This instinctive British ‘ keeping 
at a distance" of the Chinese is 
perhaps a cause of the boycottings 
of which they are the vietims; but 
it is not Jess true, that as the 
British think, nearly all foreigners 
are driven by. force of circumstances 
to think also. 

The British = Colonisers 
always adopted an attitude which 
has inspired caution on the side 
ofa part of} this--race- (no the 
whole), while the Latins, more com- 
municative and naturally inclined to 
confidences, have allowed a ton 
great degree of intimacy, which it 
now becomes necessary to abandon. 
The sentiment of hatred of the 
whites is not felt, by all Chinese, 
but it is felt particularly by those 
who have allowed themselves to be 
influenced by Moscow. The Russian 
Bolshevists see in British stand- 
offishness a vulnerable point and 
have used it fully in their attempts

consequences 


other hand the Chinese masses, 
cthnographically ignorant, — have 
massed all whites in their primitive 
hatred for the British, .. matter 
made more cary by’ the fact that 
for them all ‘ big noges’’ are, in 
any cise, devils. 

Past and present events show 
that a portion of the Chinese people 
have long detested us without dis- 
tinction of nationality; and before 
this. indisputable fact the coming 


together of all foreigners is render- | 


ed necessary ns the only means of 
resisting ‘the present movement, 
which has no real political reason 
except to play the game of the 
Russian Soviets. 

Losing ground in Europe, the 
Mcscow aatraps are endeavouring 
to create, in the Orient an exploit- 
able dominion, and their choice has 
fallen on China, The whole thing 
is to know whether we are disposed 
to allow them to have their way 
without resistance, 

Let us speak no more of the wel- 
fare of the Chinese, for this slogan 
has lost its force. Let us speak 
only of defending the rights which 
we have acquired, and whicn the 
degree of civilisation attained by 
China docs not permit our yet 
abandoning. In acting’ with frank- 
ness we will not gain the sympathy 
of all the people of this ‘country 
but we will preserve our prestige, 
which is preferable.
